Pater  Supply.  There  is  no  material  change  in  the  position  regarding 

the  water  supply.  This  lias  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

Gov.’s heds  and  Dairies. 

Inspections  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  have  been  as  frequent 
as  the  depleted  staff  could  manage.  The  majority  of  the  buildings 
arc  good  but  shortage  of  labour  and  extra  farm  work  tends  to 
cause  neglect  in  keeping  premises  up  to  a  good  clean  standard.

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Inf ectious  Diseases . 


There  were  29  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever;  10  I/hooping 
Cough;  5  Diphtheria;  94  hcaoles;  and  16  Pneumonia. 

Diphtheria  imunisation  has  "been  carried  out.  The 
percentage  immunised  is  above  the  average  for  the  rest  of 
the  Country.  In  many  Schools  1 00/a  have  been  done  and  in 
some  areas  all  children  over  one  year  have  also  been 
immunised. 


Tuberculosis. 


6  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  10  H o n-Puln o nary 
were  notified  during  the  year.  This  is  slightly  more 
than  in  the  previous  year .  but  it  is  about  the  average 
number  -  2  dearths  were  due  tc  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  3  to  ITon-Pulmonary 3
